ST. JOSEPH, MO., Feb. 9.—Henry Hix, 
a farmer living twelve miles west of this 
oity, has been arrested and placed in jail 
here, charged with assault with intent to 
kill his own son. 
He givea the follow- 
ing version of the affair: "Last night I 
proposed to give my youngest child a 
dose of quinine. 
My son, William, 
interfered and 
we 
quarreled. 
His 
mother came to his assistance and they 
threw me down and commenced beating 
me. 
Seeing that I was getting the 
worst of it, I drew my knife and stabbed 
my son in the abdoman. 
The boy was 
mortally wounded and cannot possibly 
live."

There was an important meeting of the 
Business Men's exchange, last evening.

The roads are to be paid for out of the 
general fund or by the issuance of gravel 
road bonds to be paid by the tax payers 
generally, save the farmers who are now 
aasessed for constmcting free gravel 
roads. 
The next meeting: of the ex- 
change will be Monday evening, Feb- 
ruary 14, and a janitor is employed to 
keep the exchange rooms open daily. It 
will interest people to know that Mr. 
Alderman, who haa atudied the matter, 
eatimates that all the toll roads in the 
county can be purchased for $60,000.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Every seat in 
the senate gallery except those reserved 
for the diplomatic corps, family of the 
president and ladies of the Press associ- 
ation was filled this morning when the 
senate was called to order. 
Mrs. Logan

number of twenty-five, occupied seats in 
the private gallery. 
The chaplain in 
his prayer alluded to Senator Logan, 
asking that those who turned from the 
open grave with sympathizing hearts 
might ever be filled with the spirit of 
Him who was touched with the feeling 
of h umane infirmities. 


As soon as the journal was read Mr. 
Oullom rose and offered a resolution 
that as an additional mark of respect to 
the memory of John A. Logan, long a 
senator from the state of Illinois, and a 
distinguished member of this body, that 
business be now suspended in order that 
friends and associates of the deceased 
may pay fitting tribute to his public and 
private services. 
He then proceeded to 
address the senate. 
He was followed by 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Edmunds and others. 


The speaker laid before the house to- 
day the senate bill to encourage the 
manufacture of steel for modern naval 
ordnance and other naval purposes and 
to provide heavy ordnance adapted to 
modern naval warfare. Referred to the 
committee on appropriations. 


HOOSIER NEWS. 


The Gossop at Indianapolis and the Pro- 
ceeding-s of the Legislature. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 9.—All the 
democratic legislators, returning from 
their homes to the capital yesterday, 
bring reports of general enthusiasm at 
Judge Turpie's election throughout the 
state. 
The democracy has been in- 
spired with renewed confidence and the 
effects of last week's victory will be felt 
in the great campaign of 1888. At that 
election, judging by present indications, 
the republican party in this state will be 
disastrously defeated. 
It looks very 
much as if Indiana may now be put down 
in the reliable democratic column and 
be no longer classed with the doubtful 
states. 
Had the republicaii conspiracy 
been successful, the decision of the peo- 
ple reversed, and General Harrison re- 
turned to the senate, there would be dis- 
trust and discontent among the demo- 
cratic masses where now are courage 
and confidence. 
In the meantime the 
republicans continue to quarrel about 
the compromise. 


Under the constitution of this state, 
the legislative term is limited to sixty- 
one days and only the governor can or- 
der an extra session. The special session 
can not extend forty days. 
The thirty- 
third day of the present session expired 
with yesterday, and, unless an extra 
session is called, the legislature will 
adjourn Monday, March 7. 
Counting 
out the four Sundays, there remain but 
tnrenty-three working days« and there is 
probably enough business before the 
legislature to keep it employed for that 
time. One hears a good deal of talk 
of an extra session. Indeed, not a few" 
persons regard it as inevitable, but the 
most experienced members incline to the 
opinion that there will be no extra ses- 
sion. Speaking of this, Mr. Jewettsaid 
to-day: 


'There ia only one thing that will 
make an extra sebsion imperative, and 
that is the possible failure of the state

sion as being entirely improbable. 
But 
unless one or the other of those bills is 
passed, an extra session must be had. 


Bepresentative Bobinson, who lately 
enjoyed some notice in the senatorial 
fight is reported to ^have said: "So far 
as I was concerned, my campaign was 
made against Harrison. I was elected 
by democratic votes; there can be no 
doubt about that. 
In a straight party 
vote the district is about 400 democratid.

the total greenback vote in my three 
counties was about 200. 
That shows 
that I got at least 400 democratic ma- 
jority in the district, and I had been 
twice elected by them."

She is only the first 
of a fleet of similar cruisers ordered for 
Spain. 


IT has been found necessary to close 
the gallery of antiquities which have 
been lately brought to Paris from the 
excavations among the ruins of Susa, 
the old Capital of the Persian kings. 
The atmospheric influences were rap- 
idly destroying the beautiful terra cotta 
objects, which had existed uninjured 
since the times of Darius and Artax- 
erxes, some 2,300 years ago,

derful enamel was blistering and crack- 
ing. 
After some consideration among 
the experts it has been agreed to try a 
remedy that has been foimd efficacious 
in similar cases.

Life in the Wnste Places 
of thm 
World. 


The Knssian explorer, Prejevalsky, 
Baid, after his journey in northern 
Thibet, that an enormous amount of 
animal life was supported by the scan 
ty herbage growing on theoe bleak 
half-sterile plains that form the highest 
plateau in the world, ¡^oiue 13,000 feet 
above the sea. 
He said the wild yaks 
there must number millions, and that a 
full-grown yak weighs from 1,6 )(> to 
1,800 pounds. 
Nature's 
chemistery 
evolves these ¡^reat niasses of flesh from 
the poor heri age of a region so loity 
that its lakes are frozen over unti 
nearly June, th3ugh they are (»00 miles 
nearer the equator than we are. 


Explorers tell us that not only does 
animal life abound, but that man can 
live in some of the mo.st desolate parts 
of the globe. 
It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that the Sahara desert is merely a 
useless, sandy waste. 
Much of it hicks 
not so much cultivable land as indus- 
trious hands to make the vast expanse 
of withered oases blosisom again. The 
Mussulman sect known as the Senous- 
ians has for years been digging wells, 
irrigating the land and turning many 
hundreds of barren acres into gardens. 
Twenty-four years ago it planted its 
headquarters in the desert near the 
western border of Egypt, built reser- 
voirs, began p antations, erected con 
vents, and now a population of 8,000 
people live at Jarabub, where the soil 
has been restored to fertility by their 
labors. 
There are large areas in the 
Sahara that need < nly rain or irrigation 
to cover them with verdure. 
Through 
these regions ]>ass the Ciiravan routes, 
along which the 50.000 camels engaged 
in the S ah aran commerce bear their 
burdens. 


Mr. Anderson, the civil engineer who 
last year completed sixteen years of ex- 
ploration iu south Airiea, between the 
Orange and Zambesi Kivers, says that 
the rain that falls for a few weeks in 
every year iu the great region known 
as the Kalahara desert covers the 
blackened. 
verdureless 
plain 
with 
splendid vegetation, 
(iaiue is abund- 
ant there, esj^ecially lions, leopards,and 
ostriches, and he has counted in this 
desert twenty-two lions in a troop, and 
has seen 200 ostriches in one flock. 
Beasts and birds find sustenance in this 
region, where only a lew Bushmen 
hunters live. Far northeast of them, 
on the semi-arid steppes of Kordofan 
and Darfur, millions of sheep and cam- 
els exist on the scanty pasturage of 
that desert region. 


The earliest Arctic explorers found in 
the little Spitzenbergen archipelago, 
where, it is beliovei), no human being 
had ever lived, herds of reindeer up- 
turning the snow with their hoofs and 
noses to get at the lichens, on whioh 
they fed. 
Many reindeer live as far 
north as Littleton 
island and several 
scores of them were killed bv the Hayes 
and Polaris expeditions. 
Musk oxen, 
or their traces, have been fouud along 
the shores of the great frozen sea as far 
life, found traces of this wonderful 
quadruped, 
which grows fa,t on the 
north 
as 
explorers 
have at- 
tained, 
Lockwood, 
fiir 
north 
of the supposed 
limits of 
animal 
tender shoots of the Arctic willow and 
plows up the snow for moss and 
lichens. 


Of all parts of the earth the Antarctic 
regions 
alone 
are 
comparatively 
destitute of life. 
Few species of living 
things in the vegetable or animal king- 
dom can endure the rigor of the south 
polar region. No terrestrial (juadruped 
inhabits the land within the Antarctic 
oii'cle, and whales and seals are the on- 
ly mammals that enter its area. Sum- 
mer in the Arctic regions, with its 
abundant life on land and in the air 
and sea, presents un animated and 
cheerful scene compared with the utter 
desolation that reigns perpetually in 
Antarctic w a t e r s . - JSry 
Vork
